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Adult Vocational Classes in W. H. S. Begin This Fall 


June 23rd is Enrollment Day 


There will be Adult Educational 
Classes, in Wilmington. High 
School, this fall and winter, if the 
present plans of the Wilmington 
School Committee are accepted by 
a large enough enrollment, of per- 
sons desiring the courses offered. 

In Conjunction with the State 
Department of Education, Wil- 
mington will now offer to its adults 
the vocational classes held in many 
of the larger cities. 

Classes are scheduled to begin 
about October Ist, and are to be 
held in the High School, and in the 
Roman House, one or two evenings 
a week, for a 20 week period. If 


held once a week, each class will be |‘! 


three hours long, so as to have a 
minimum of 60 hours, or, if held 
twice a week each class will be for 
two hours, or a maximum of 80 
hours. 

Classes will probably be-offered 
in nine different subjects. There 
will be offered, to those who enroll, 
Classes on Furniture Refinishing; 
Rug Making Hook and Braid; 
Decorated Ware and Knitting; Up- 
holstering; Sewing—Beginners 
Course; Sewing Advanced Course; 
Sewi hildren Apparel; and 
Classes in Americanization. 

The Class in Americanization will 
consist of two parts, Studies of the 
English Language, and studies in 
Citizenship, and are intended for 
persons who wish to become citi- 
zens of the United States. A survey 
by the Immigration Department 
shows that there are 21 persons in 
Wilmington woud like to en- 
roll in such @ class, 

The Classes, as offered, will be 
given to not less than 12 persons, 
and to a maximum of 20. Enroll- 
ment fee is $1. It might be possigle 
to have classes in other subjects, if 
a sufficient interest is shown, En- 
roliment is open to any person re- 
siding in Wilmington, who is over 
16 years old and is not enrolled 
in any full time day school, 

The classes will be under the 
guidance of the School Committee, 
as Trustees for Vocational Edu- 
«ation, assisted by an advisory 
board of three local citizens, not on 
the school committe, who are in- 
terested in the school. Mr. Clifford 
Good, Superintendent of Schools, 
will be Executive Officer for the 
School Committee, 

The costs of these classes are not 
expected to be large. 50 percent of 
all monies spent in salaries, heat 
light and maintainance will be re- 
funded by the state. 

Teachers will be persons quali- 
fied in the subjects, as craftsmen, 
and will be certified by the State 
Department of Education. Mr. 
Good, the Executive. Officer is 
hoping to get most of the teachers 
from the town, and hopes that any 
person who feels that he is quali- 
fied to teach one of these subjects 
will report at the Roman House, 
for an interview. Instructors must 
be persons who are currently prac- 
ticing the subject which they will 
be teaching. ;
